ELECTRIC RAILWAYS OF CANADA 


For Year ended December 31

Passenger traffic of electric railway systems in Canada showed further 
decreases in 1931, the total number of passengers carried being 720,468,361 as against 
792, 701,493 in 1930. This was a decrease of 72,233,132 passengers, or 9.1 per cent 
whereas the decrease in 1930 compared with 1929 was 40,795,373 passengers, or 4.9 per 
cent. None of the railways showed an increase and decreases for the larger systems 
ranged from 4,2 per cent for the British Columbia Electric to 18.5 for the Calgary 
Municipal system. With two exceptions the western railways showed larger decreases than 


the eastern systems. The Montreal Tramways carried almost one-third of all the traffic

and the Toronto system carried a little more than one-quarter of the total.

Three railways ceased operations during the year, viz: Toronto Suburban on 


August 15, Hamilton, Grimsby and Beamsville on June 30, and Sarnia Street railway on 
February 25. Also the Hamilton Radial, which had been doing a small freight switching 
business, leased its line to the Canadian National and Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo 
railways. These four systems accounted for a decrease of 83,29 miles of single track and. 
with reductions in operating lines the total decrease as at December 31 was 115. we miles. 
Bicrcsace of 15.99 miles including the North Yonge railways with 10, 34 miles made the 

net decrease 99. 74 miles of single track. The North Yonge railways was previously the 
‘Toronto Radial railway, from Toronto to Richmond Hill, which ceased operation on March 15, 
1930. This line was ; rehabilitated by the local municipalities and operated for them by 
the Toronto Transportation Comnission. During 1930 a company was formed by the 
enicipalities gerved by the Sandwich, Windsor and Amherstburg railway and on July 1, 1931 


this company took over the management of the railway but retained the Ontario Hydro- 


‘Electric Power Commission as operator of the railway. The report, however, is for the 
full year's operation. The Cape Breton railway went into receivership on March 23, 1931, 
was sold to the Eastern Light and Power Company on June 15, was sold again to the Cape 
“Breton Tramways Limited on November 23 and under this last management operated from 


Sydney to Glace bay, the P&er line of 3.74 miles and the Avenue line of 1,94 having been 


abandoned in October and September. 
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| Considering this railway under four operators as one system reports were 


received from 52 systems, Of these 20 failed to earn operating expenses and after paying 


interest, taxes, etc, but before providing for reserves and dividends, 27 showed deficits, 


The incomes of the other 25 systems more than overcame these losses so that the net 


income of all systems amounted to $7,471,201 as against $10,007,077 in 1930, Seven 


Binweys declared dividends out of the 33 company systems, the total being $2,979,670 as 


gainst $3,402,261 in 1930, Gross revenues amounted to $49,088,310 which was

35, 367,067 were reduced by $3,758, 4US, or 9.6 per cent. Taxes amounting to $2,392,429 
rere heavier than in 1930 by $158,429 and also were heavier than for any year since Det, 
nterest charges, however, were less, decreasing from $8,821 9503 in 1930 to $8,755,456, 
he total number of employees for all electric railways amounted to 17,158 and the payroll 
C $24,647,391 as compared with 18 »340 employees paid $26,954,994 in 1930. The largest 
eduction was in maintenance employees where the cut was 810 employees and $1,442,684, 
here was a reduction of 299 conductors, motormen and operators of one~man cars and buses, 
r 3.2 per cent and a cut in their payroll of $836, 973, or 6.0 per cent whereas the 
ecrease in car and bus miles was 3.7 per cent, 


During the year 65 persons were killed in accidents involving electric railway 


ars or buses and in car barns, etc. These included only 1 passenger, 33 pedestrians, 25 


otorists, 1 person riding in other vehicle, no conductors or motormen, 3 other employees 
nd 2 other persons. Collisions accounted for 58 of these fatalities, one person was 
Pee icntea and 6 were killed from other causes, The total number of persons injured 
nounted to 4,147, including 2,245 passengers, 406 pedestrians, 269 motorists, 11 persons 
iding in other vehicles, 109 conductors and motormen, 11 motor bus drivers and conductors, 
‘8 employees and 408 other persons.Nine railways had a clean record with no one killed 
injured. Thirty-two railways reported no person killed and two railways each reported 
a person killed and no persons injured. The statistics do not attempt to establish the 
irty responsible for the accident and as is generally known many accidents to pedestrians 
a motorists are due to the carelessness of these persons,

The traffic of electric railways in Canada, which is comprised largely of urban 
sreet car traffic, has continued to decline and during 1932 five systems, including two 


iwterurban lines, ceased operation. One of these, the Brantford Municipal Railway, sub- 

situted a bus service for three months but resumed operation again early in 1933 and the 
\leage, capital, etc. of this system has been retained in the data as at December 31. 

1e other systems which ceased operation were: Brandon, Moose Jaw, Niagara Falls Park and 
lver Division of the International Railway and the Sandwich, Windsor and Amherstburg. 


‘ During the year 720,468,561 fare passengers were carried which was a decrease from 
ie 1931 traffic of 77,637,359 passengers, or 10.8 per cent. The greatest rate of decrease 
is on the small systems carrying less than two million passengers per annum. These 
lowed a decrease of 29.1 per cent. The decrease on systems carrying over 10 million 
issengers was 63,440,497 passengers, or 9.9 per cent, ranging from 17.5 per cent for the 
milton Street Railway to only half of one per cent for the Edmonton Radial Railway. The 
yronto system, including buses but not including interurban coaches, showed a decrease of 
-5815,415 passengers, or 11.7 per cent, and the Montreal system showed a decrease of 
.5333,974 passengers, or 9.2 per cent. The Saskatoon Municipal Railway showed an increase 
* 56 per cent which was probably effected by the discontinuance of issuing transfers. 


Revemies on all electric railways amounted to $642,831,002 which was $77 .6375 3095 
* 10.8 per cent,. less than 1931 revemes. Operating expenses were reduced from $35,367,068 
1 1931 to $31,516,943 in 1932 and net operating revenues decreased from $13,721,242 to 
1,822,438, The number of employees was reduced from 17,155 to 15,961 and the salaries 


id wages from $24,647,391 to $21,534,419, 


Of the forty five railways reporting, fourteen showed a loss from operation and, 
‘ter paying taxes, interest and other income charges, twenty-four railways showed 
ifiecits. Only four railways paid dividends, viz., the British Columbia Electric, the 
renwall Street Railway, Light and Power, the Nova Scotie Light and Power and the Montreal 
‘amways. This last company operates on a cost of service agreement with the city of 
mtreal and the accounts have been rearranged, to make the data comparable with those of 
her railways, Railways operating light and power systems include the income from

During the year 3 passengers were killed, all on one railway, <9 motorists, 42e 
pedestrians, 2 employees, one person riding in vehicle other than an automobile and 
one other person were killed, making a total of 79 persons killed, as against 65 in 
1931. Collisions accounted for 76 of these deaths. The number of persons injured 
was 3,542, including 2,098 pedestrians, 279 motorists, A7 persons in other vehicles, 
157 conductors. and motormen, 17 bus operators, 391 other employees and 92 other 
This was the smallest number of persons injured by electric railways in the 


past ten years.

Ae One electric railway, the Three Rivers Traction Company, ceased operation during 

1933 and all other railways reported reduced traffic. The smaller railways again showed 

the greatest rate of decrease with a decline of 16.6 per cent. Railways carrying from 

2 to 10 million passengers reported a decrease of 11.4 per cent, or 7,213,962 passengers,

the 1932 traffic. This decline has continued steadily since 1929 when 833,496,866 
passengers were carried until in 1933 only 585,385,094 passengers, or approximately two- 


thirds of the peak, were carried. The rate of decrease, however, was getting smaller. 
In 1931 the reduction from 1930 traffic was 72,255,15¢ passengers, or 9.1 per cent, in 
1932 a reduction from 1931 traffic of 77,637,559 passengers, or 10.8 per cent, was 
recorded and in 1933 the decrease was 57,445,908 passengers, or 8.9 per cent. 


f The Hamilton system showed the largest rate of decrease with a reduction from 1932 
traffic of 29.9 per cent, or 4,155,014 passengers. The Saskatoon system showed a decrease 
of 22.7 per cent, Hull a decrease of 20.7 per cent and Ottawa a decrease of 12.5 per cent. 
Whereas in 1932 Montreal and Toronto systems reported declines of 21,353,974 passengers 

and 21,815,143 passengers from the previous year, in 1953 the decreases were 14,666,026

Of the forty-one railways operated, thirteer 
failed to earn operating expenses and only four companies paid dividends, two of which 
paid them largely out of revenues earned by other departments. The accounts of the 
Montreal Tramways, which is operated at a cost of service arrangement with the city, have 
been adjusted to make them comparable with accounts of other systems and, although 
‘dividends amounting to $612,500 were paid, an appropriation of $592,162 was made from

For the second time since 1901, when accident statistics were first compiled for 
electric railways, no passengers were killed and only one employee was killed. There — 
were 32 other persons killed including 16 pedestrians and 15 motorists. The total of 3 
persons killed during the year was the lowest record Since 1902 when 32 persons were 
killed. Persons injured numbered 2,902, which was the smallest number for the past 
twelve. years and was a decrease of 640 from 1932. The total injured included 1,585 : 
passengers, 443 pedestrians, 351 motorists and 23 electric railway bus drivers, 151 ‘ 
conductors and motormen, 179 other employees, 76 persons riding in other vehicles, and 
314 other persons. The total of 333 employees injured was the smallest number injured Hi 
since 1916.

-s Ganadian electric street and suburban railways showed an increase in the number 

passengers carried in 1934 for the first time since 1929 with a total of 595,143,903 
e passengers, as against 585,385,094 passengers in 1955. The traffic, however, was 
till below the traffic of 1932 and of any previous year back to pre-war years. 


Of the thirty-nine systems operating only twelve did not show increases and the 
result of all railways was an increase of 9,758,809 passengers, or 1.67 per cent. 
Montreal system which carried nearly a third of all the traffic showed an increase 
less than one per cent, the Toronto system had an improvement of &.5 per cent and 
British Columbia Flectric Railway increased its traffic by 2.4 per cent. The Ottawa, 
iilton and Edmonton railways showed increases of 4.9 per cent, 4.3 per cent, and 6.6 
cent respectively, The Winnipeg railway carried 0.6 per cent fewer passengers, the 
bec system was down by 1.4 per cent and the Calgary railway by 4.9 per cent.

An analysis of the classes of vehicle involved in these accidents shows the 
following avereges per million miles run: buses, 0.2955 persons killed and 20.416 in- — 
jured; one-man cars, 0.5242 persons killed and 16.180 injured; cars operated by two men, 
0.3934 persons killed and 28.039 injured. The bus mileage includes a small amount made 
by buses with two men in charge. Usually the heavy runs with dense street traffic are 
assigned to care operated by two men on systems operating both classes of car and this 
would have an effect on the number of accidents per mile run. The injuries are not 
classified into major and minor, and consequently must be considered as approximately Ns 
same each year, it would be a mistake to consider the operators of electric cars and ;

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The traffic of electric street and suburban railways in Canada continued to increase 
luring 1935 although the improvement over 1934 was not as great as the increase of 1934 
raffic over 1933 traffic. 


| Total fare passengers carried during the year amounted to 600,728,313, as against 
595,143,903 in 1934 and 585,385,094 in 1935. This, however, was less than the 193e total 
and also less than for any previous year during the past decade. The outstanding increase 
was made in Hamilton where the number of passengers increased from 12,413,821 in 1934 and 
[1,900,637 in 1933 to 17,267,897 passengers in 1955. Improved business conditions in 
Jamilton, restriction on competing taxis, and a reduction in the cash fare on Jan. 16, 
935, from 7 cents to 5 cents were responsible for this imporvement of 59 per cent. The 
average fare in Hamilton, including children’s fares which remained unchanged at 3 cents 
and the bus fare at 10 cents, or 3 tickets for 25 cents, was reduced from 6.53 cents in 
1934 to 5.438 cents in 1935, but the gross revenue and also the net operating revenue were 


increased, 


Of the nine systems carrying over 10 million passengers per annum, however, five 
reported decreases in passengers carried although the group including Hamilton showed a 
net increase of 0.8 per cent. Of the twelve systems carrying between one and ten million 
passengers, 50 per cent reported losses and 50 per cent reported gains, the net result 
being an increase of 3.1 per cent. The remaining eighteen smaller systems showed a net 


. Total revenues of all systems increased from $40,048,156 in 1954 to $40,442,320 

and, with a reduction in operating expenses from $28,036, 754 to $28,009,013, net 
operating revenues were increased by $421,925, or from $12,011,382 to $12,433,507. Taxes 
increased from $2,202,449 to $2,360,845, the only large reduction being for the 

Hamilton system where the city 4 per cent tax on gross revenues was cancelled upon the 


reduction in fares. 


| The Nipissing Central ceased operation of its electric cars on February 9 although 
it continued to operate steam locomotives and trains. The Hull Electric, Montreal and 
Southern Counties, Suburban Rapid Transit and Toronto Transportation Commission also 
reported reduced track mileages of 2.05 miles, 0.66 mile, 3.60 miles and 2.95 miles 
respectively, and the Montreal Tramways and Sandwich, Windsor and Amherstburg railways 
‘showed increases of 0.20 mile and 1-22 miles respectively.

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Electric railways carried 614,890,897 passengers during 1936 which was an 
increase of 14,162,584 passengers, or 2.4 per cent, over the 1955 traffic and was 
the third increase since the low point reached in 1933. Revenues increased from 
$40,442,320 in 1955 to $41,391,927 and net income available for dividends and 
reserves increased from $6,932,715 to $7,480,451. 


There were thirty-seven electric railways in Canada carrying passengers and 
nine of them in the larger cities carried 88 per cent of the traffic. The 
Montreal system carried 32.3 per cent of the total and the Toronto system carried 
25.1 per cent. All of these large systems showed increases in passengers carried 
over 1935 traffic, ranging from 1.1 per cent for the Calgary railway to 6.6 per 
cent for the Hamilton railway. . 


The mileage of track,exclusive of sidings, turnouts, shops, etc., was 
reduced from 1,826 miles in 1935 to 1,800 miles and the number of passenger cars 
was reduced from 3,707 to 3,605. During the year 7 trackless trolley cars were 
put into operation in Montreal and the number of motor buses was increased from 
552 to 605. The number of employees was reduced from 14,381 to 14,280, but the 
pay roll was increased from $18,649,517 to $18,958,852. 


For the third year in the past thirty-six no passengers were killed (the 
other years with clean records were 1953 and 1927) and only 1,503 passengers were 
injured, as compared with 1,517 in 1935 and 2,808 in 1929. There were 2 employees 
and 41 other persons killed and 280 employees and 651 other persons in jured 
during the year.

a The low point in passengers carried by electric railways in Canada was reached in 
1933 and each succeeding year has shown increases although the loss between 1932 and 1933 
has not yet been regained. During 1937 the number of fare passengers carried on electric 
cars and motor buses operated by electric railway systems increased to 631,894,662 from 
614,890,897 in 1936, or by 2.8 per cent. Gross revenues increased from $41,391,927 to 
“$42,991,444, or by 3.8 per cent; operating expenses from $28,807,311 to $29,545,641, or 
by 2.6 per cent; and car miles from 119,779,505 miles to 122,750,869 miles, or by 2.5 per 


—6<cent,. 


Nine systems, each carrying over ten million passengers annually, accounted for 87.6 
‘per cent of the total traffic. Two of these large systems, Ottawa and Hamilton, showed 
decreases from 1936 traffic, but the others showed increases up to 4.8 per cent made by 
the Montreal system. ‘The largest per cent increase was made by the Hull Electric where 
the number of fare passengers carried increased by 28.3 per cent, The fare in Hull was 
‘decreased in November, 1936, from four tickets for 25 cents to a five~cent fare, which 
Was undoubtedly an important factor in this large increase in traffic. 


There was a slight increase in the number of employees and salaries and wages 
increased by $819,286, or 4.3 per cent. 


Te number of closed electric cars in service declined from 3,329 in 1936 to 3,303 
and the number of motor buses increased from 605 to 653. 


For the second successive year no passengers were killed in accidents, but the 
number of other persons killed in accidents in which vehicles operated by electric rail- 
ways were involved and in electric railway operations increased from 43 to 45, (Of these 

22 were pedestrians and 19 were motorists. Of the large systems carrying ten million or 


More passengers annually, the Ottawa system was the only one having a clean record in 
rted no persons killed in 


this respect. Twenty-one other smaller systems also repo ak P 
accidents during the year. The number of persons injured increased from 2, 3 in 193 to 
2,609 and only seven systems reported no persons killed or injured. The density of traffic, 


width of streets, gradients, etc., are factcrs in these accidents and should be given 
weight when comparing different electric railway systems.

The Winnipeg railwey showed a reduction of 
988,452 passengers, the Hamilton railway a loss of 1,216,394 passengers, the Windsor 
system a loss of 762,810 passengers and the majority of the other railways recorded 
losses.

The electric railway in Brantford ceased operation February 1 and no statistics of 
railway are included in this report. The Oshawa Railway substituted buses for its pess— 
cars on January 28 but continued to operate its railway for freight business. The 
London Street Railway ceased operation on November 30 and carried on its business with motor 
buses. Statistics for the Oshawa and London systems include operations for the year with both 
street cars and motor buses.

; Ail the railways except the Winnipeg, Selkirk and Lake Winnipeg showed an increase 

. the number of passengers cerried compared with 1959 traffic. The large percentage increases 
were: Kitchener 52.2 p.c., Nova Scotia Light and Power Company (Halifax) 23.6 PeCey Fort 
William 20.3 p.c., Levis 20.1 pec., Ottawa 16.2 p.c. and Hull 16.0 p.c. The 11 large systems 
carrying over 10,000,000 passengers each showed an increase of 52,887,220 passengers over 1939 
traffic or 8.4 p.c. Traffic on the 12 systems carrying between 2 and 10 million passengers in- 
creased by 7,503,631 passengers or 15.2 p.c., and on the remaining 11 systems it increased by 
1,422,134 passengers or 15.5 p.c., making a total increase for the 34 systems of 61,612,985 
passengers or 8.9 peC. 


The decrease in track mileage which has been continuous since 1928 has been due to 

3 Fetlways ceasing to operate and others reducing mileage as motor buses were substituted for 
cars or as traffic declined and service was discontinued. The decrease in total main track in 

the last ten years has been 536 miles. In some cases these tracks are still in the streets and 

not used and in others they have been taken up. 


4 The car and bus miles reached a low point in 1933 and have been increasing each year 
Since amounting to 128,254,433 miles in 1940, an increase over 1939 milesge of 3.6 pec. The 
number of motor buses in service on these systems increased from 803 in 1939 to 926, the number

f passenger cars decreased from 3,460 to 3,558 and trackless trolley cars increased from 28 to 


. During the:year 42 persons were killed in accidents involving street railways. These 
neluded only one passenger but 20 pedestrians and 12 motorists were killed. The number of 
sons injured was 3,475 including 2,263 passengers, 500 pedestrians, 250 motorists, 51 persons 
riding in other vehicles, 95 conductors and motormen, 14 motor bus operators, 256 other employees 
and 46 other persons. The extent of the injuries is not recorded but comparisons with 1959 data 
show an increase in passengers injured of 224, in pedestrians of 111, in conductors and motormen 
of 14, in other employees of 2 and in other persons of 25, whereas the other categories showed de-— 
C} reases.
